No longer will useful plants be al­ 
lowed to sleep out their long winter 
sleep 'if a discovery just announced 
by Prof. David Lumsden of the feder­ 
al horticultural board (becomes 
the 
common 
property 
of 
nurserymen, 
am ateur and producing flowers 
or 
fruit for the farm ers. 
For he 
has 
found that if given a “shot of dope” 
either by the inhalation or hypoder­ 
mic method, they may be awakened 
as if by an alarm clock and set 
to 
their work of grow ing and producing 
flow ers or fruit for the pleasure 
or 
profit of man. 
The drug used in his experim ents 
was the common ether of the hospital 
operating room, but instead of put­ 
ting his plant subjects to sleep 
it 
woke tJhem up. 
They liked it 
and 
seemed to thrive after just one treat­ 
ment. 
For exam ple, 
some 
plants 
were taken from outdoors in midwin­ 
ter when they had to be dug 
from 
the frozen ground with picks, were 
given an overnight 
ether 
debauch 
and, the next m orning, shoots of an 
average length of one-eighth of 
an 
inch had sprouted. Kept indoors they 
continued to grow and flowers were 
produced weeks in advance of the us­ 
ual bloom ing season. 
Roses were taken from the frozen 
ground and given a hypodermic 
in­ 
jection of the same drug. 
N ot only 
did th ey sprout and grow but, more 
important still to the indoor garden­ 
er, they were immune to all the ordi­ 
nary plant diseases that make 
in­ 
door rose culture a practical im possi­ 
bility except 
in 
large greenhouses. 
Professor Lumsden has had roses in 
February, just six weeks from 
the 
time the plant was given its stim u­ 


lating injection. 
Only a very m iall quantity of ether 
•s needed. 
In the inhalation method 
the plants 
are 
put 
in an airtight 
chamber containing 27 cubic feet of 
space. 
Five cubic centim eters 
of 
ether, or about a tablespoonful, are 
then ’ introduced 
and 
the chamber 
sealed. 
Only about tw elve hours’ ex­ 
posure to the fum es is needed 
and 
then the little plants are wide awake 


and growing. 
In the hypodermic method, Profes­ 
sor Lumsden made use of that som e­ 
tim es formidable weapon, a woman’s 
hat pin. 
With this a puncture about 
a quarter of ?n inch deep was made 
at the base of the stem of the plant 
where It joins the root. Then an ordi­ 
nary hypodermic needle 
was 
intro­ 
duced and half of one cubic centim e 
ter of ether injected. 
This is the 
method which was 
generally 
used 
with wood plants such as roses 
or 


lilacs. 
One of the important applications 
of this whole process, according 
to 
Professor 
Lumsden, is 
that 
using 
either method of drugging the plant, 
every single latent bud or shoot 
is 
brought to life. 
That is not N ature’s 
\vay, as usually only one of 
three 
pr four ever grows. 
This may mean 
much in the culture of plants 
such 
as dahlias or potatoes which 
are 
grown from tubers. 
If every latent 
>ud on these tubers could be made to 
grow they could be cut into smaller 
pieces, and expense 
of 
seed saved. 
What is rpore, Dr. Lumsden believes 
that the plants would be more v ig ­ 


orous. 
For he is working now to see 
if 
these ether treatm ents, especially the 
hypodermic sort, 
do 
not impart 
a 
lasting vigor to the plant, enabling it 
to resist disease. 
His 
experim ents 
with roses strongly indicate 
this. If 
they are confirmed, 
ether 
“shots 
will, with plants, take the place of 
the various form s of vaccinations to 
wli.ch the would-be healthy human is 
now subjected. 
There is a m ystery in this 
whole 
affair which science may some 
day 
solve, but of which it now knows lit­ 
tle. 
Ether 
tem{K>rarily 
stim ulates 
and then profoundly 
depresses 
all 
animal life. 
With pant life in mod­ 
erate doses it is apparently all stim ­ 
ulation wtith no depression and no in­ 
jurious after effects, but instead 
a

122 acres or 56 per cent showed scale 
infestation. 
Most of this acreage, as 
a result of the scale control 
cam­ 
paign, was given the dormant «pray 
the following fall, winter or 
early 
ftpring. 
In the fall of 1923 most of 
this same acreage was again inspect­ 
a i and though 105 acres of previous­ 
ly un infested orchards 
had 
become 
slfghtly infested during the year it 
was found that 550 acres of the bad­ 
ly infested orchards had been actual­ 
ly clean* d of scale. 
During the pres­ 
ent dormant season the growers will 
clean up a much larger acreage. 
The scale can be controlled success­ 
fully only by applying a strong scale 
spray while the trees are dormant. 
For this reason all 
growers whose

should spray thoroughly before the 
buds open, in spring.
